During  the  summer  months 

weekly    examinations    of    the    milk    used    in  the    Hospital    ' 
made.    Thea  valuable,  as  th  thod  of  determin- 

ing the  care  with  which  the  milk  ^:i<  handled  previous  to  its  use  in 
the  Hospital. 
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During  the  past  summer  bacteriological  investigations  of  the 
excreta  of  the  convalescent  typhoid  fever  patients  was  carried  on, 
and  the  results  confirmed  the  findings  of  others  that  a  fairly  large 
per  cent,  of  these  cases  harbor  the  typhoid  bacillus  (when  they 
leave  the  Hospital). 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year  was 
two  hundred  and  ninety-six ;  post-mortem  examinations  were  made 
on  one  hundred  and  eighteen  of  these,  or  about  forty  per  cent. 
These  examinations  can  only  be  fully  appreciated  by  the  physicians 
and  surgeons.  No  other  method  of  investigation  of  disease  has 
given  us  more  valuable  information  in  diagnosis  and  treatment 
than  the  performing  of  autopsies  on  the  cases  which  have  been 
carefully  studied  in  the  wards. 

During  a  portion  of  the  year  Drs.  Fletcher,  McPhedran  and 
Herman  Bryan  have  acted  as  voluntary  assistants  in  this  depart- 
ment.

Few  realize,  perhaps,  how  much  of  sacrifice  and  labor  is  in- 
volved, or  how  very  much  the  Training  School  owes  to  the  busy 
members  of  the  medical  profession,  many  of  whom  have  for  many 
years  acted  as  lecturers  and  examiners. 

One  member  of  the  Examinig  Board,  D.  A.  H.  Wright,  has 
served  in  this  capacity  for  more  than  twenty-four  years,  and  Drs. 
Allen-Baines  and  R.  B.  Nevitt,  whose  resignations  have  been  regret- 
fully accepted  this  year,  have  acted  in  this  capacity,  the  former 
for  twelve  and  the  latter  for  sixteen  years   continuously.

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Registrar's  Depart- 
ment for  the  hospital  year  1908-09. 

Thanks  to  the  splendid  work  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Goldwin 
Rowland,  I  found  the  indexes  and  histories  in  excellent  order  when 
I  took  charge  of  the  department  on  June  1st.  Five  years  ago  this 
department  was  instituted,  and  it  necessarily  took  some  time  to 
elaborate  and  perfect  a  suitable  system  for  filing  and  indexing  the 
records.  The  satisfactory  system  which  we  now  have  is  entirely 
due  to  Dr.  Rowland's  hard  and  constant  labors. 

The  appointment  of  a  clerk  to  do  all  but  the  technical  work 
made  possible  the  carrying  out  of  this  system.  As  the  clerk  becomes 
more  experienced  and  learns  the  technical  names  of  diseases  and 
operations,  the  work  which  she  is  able  to  do  increases  and  her  assist- 
ance, therefore,  becomes  of  greater  value.  I  must  thank  Miss  Wall- 
bridge  for  her  constant  work  and  increasing  assistance  in  the 
routine  of  the  department  and  the  preparation  of  the  Statistical 
Report. 

On  the  whole  the  work  of  the  House  Staff  in  writing  the  histories 
has  been  satisfactory.  Exception  must  be  taken  to  the  careless  way 
in  which  the  Pathological  Reports  are  made  out  and  also  to  the  fact 
that  they  are  often  lost  or  destroyed  before  the  history  is  sent  to 
this  office.  This  is  no  reflection  on  the  work  of  the  Pathological 
Department. 

The  Statistical  Report  shows  an  increase  of  482  patients  treated 
compared  with  the  year  1907-1908.  This  increase  was  divided  as 
follows:  Medical  91  (5.84  per  cent.),  Surgical  173  (9.01  per  cent.), 
Obstetrical  108  (33.25  per  cent.),  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  157  (64.87 
per  cent.).  The  number  treated  in  the  Eye  Department  decreased 
by  47  (14.34  per  cent.).  The  two  last-mentioned  departments  show 
a  small  number  of  patients  treated  and  operations  performed,  but 
this  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  most  of  eye,  ear,  nose  and 
throat  patients  are  treated  as  out-patients. 

The  increased  number  of  typhoid  cases  is  due  to  the  epidemic 
in  New  Ontario,  as  a  large  number  of  our  cases  come  from  that 
district.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that,  notwithstanding  an  increase 
of  62  patients  treated  there  was  one  death  less.  Our  mortality  of 
typhoid  fever  for  the  year  is  13  (5.37  per  cent.). 

Patients  suffering  from  various  forms  of  cancer  numbered  205, 
of  various  forms  of  tuberculosis  195.  Lobar  pneumonia  shows  an 
increase  of  21,  rheumatic  fever  a  decrease  of  49  and  alcoholism  a 
decrease  of  64. 

_  No  cases  of  sepsis  occurred  in  the  Burnside,  and  the  Obstetrical 
Division  shows  a  commendable  lack  of  avoidable  complications.

DEPARTMENT  OF  THERAPEUTIC  INOCULATION. 

Dr.  J.  N.  E.  Brown,  Superintendent : 

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  report  on  the  work  accomplished  by  this 
department  during  the  past  year.  Results  confirmatory  of  previous 
work  reported  to  you  have  been  obtained  in  Furunculosis,  Septic 
processes  of  Staphylococcic  and  Streptococcic  origin,  Erysipelas, 
Gonorrheal  Arthritis  and  Localized  Tuberculosis.  The  majority 
of  the  cases  investigated  and  treated  were  out-patients  who 
attended  the  evening  clinic  at  the  Laboratory  twice  each  week. 
The  results  obtained  in  Erysipelas  were  embodied  in  a  paper  pub- 
lished in  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  research  into  the  aetiology  and  treatment  of 
Acne  particularly  engaged  our  attention,  and  we  believe  valuable 
data  have  emerged  from  these  studies.  The  results  will  appear  in 
a  paper  shortly  to  be  published. 

A  paper  has  also  been  published  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Ernest 
Jones  on  a  certain  New  Chemical  Test  for  the  detection  of  the 
Parasyphilitc  Diseases.  The  investigation  was  undertaken  in  this 
Laboratory. 

At  the  request  of  Professor  Wm.  Osier,  a  series  of  cases  repre- 
sentative of  the  results  of  treatment  by  Therapeutic  Inoculation 
with  Bacterial  Vaccines  was  submitted  to  him,  and  I  am  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  his  satisfaction.

NERVOUS  WARDS. 

J.  N.  E.  Brown,  Esq.,  M.D.,  Medical  Superintendent  of  Toronto 
General  Hospital: 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Third  Annual  Report  of 
the  Nervous  "Wards  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1909. 

There  remained  in  these  wards  under  treatment  on  September 
30th,  1908,  six  patients,  four  men,  two  women.  There  have  been 
admitted  during  the  year  sixty-eight  patients,  twenty-nine  men 
and  thirty-nine  women.  The  whole  number  of  patients  under 
treatment  and  observation  during  the  year  was  therefore  seventy- 
four.  Of  this  total  number  sixteen  were  under  observation  only 
and  nine  remained  under  treatment  on  September  30th,  1909. 
Thus  of  the  total  number  there  were  forty-nine  patients  whose 
treatment  had  terminated  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  diseases  from 
which  these  forty-nine  patients  were  suffering  is  as  follows: 
Neurasthenia,  45 ;  Hysteria,  3 ;  Traumatic  Neurasthenia,  1.  In

An  examination  of  the  above  list  is  interesting.  If  from  the 
total  number,  25,  we  except  one  woman  classified  unimproved  (but 
who  recovered  later),  exactly  two-thirds  of  the  men,  16  in  number, 
and  an  equal  proportion  of  the  women,  4  in  number,  were  well  and 
working  at  date  given,  which  in  several  cases  was  nearly  two  years 
after  leaving  the  hospital.  Of  these  20  cases  9  were  classified  when 
discharged  as  only  "Improved,"  whereas  the  ultimate  result 
demonstrated  that  they  should  have  been  classed  as  "Recovered." 
In  regard  to  the  remaining  one-third  (6  men  and  2  women),  the 
ultimate  result  showed  the  treatment  to  have  been  unsuccessful. 
Except  one  case  marked  "Unimproved,"  the  balance  of  these 
patients  appeared  improved  or  recovered  when  discharged,  but  they 
were  unable  after  a  variable  period  of  time  to  maintain  the 
"struggle  for  life"  and  relapsed.  The  result  in  these  8  unsuccessful 
cases  is  noteworthy :  2  suicides,  2  sent  to  asylum,  2  probably  insane 
at  present,  and  in  2  the  ultimate  result  remains  doubtful.  In  view 
of  these  results  in  the  unsuccessful  cases  the  question  might  well  be 
asked,  where  would  the  others  have  been  without  treatment  ?
